<£ 1R <fc 3 & an Act was passed in the last Session of Par- 
liament, intituled, ‘‘An Act for improving the Police in the 
District of Dublin Metropolis,” whereby provision was made for esta- 
blishing a new and more efficient system of Police within the limits 
5 of the Police District of Dublin Metropolis: And whereas it is 
expedient lo alter the limits of the said Police District, and to make 
further provision for the more effectual maintenance and regulation of 
the said Police ; J6(£ it therefore QSttacteh, by The lCING’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
io Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT His Majesty’s 
Castle of Dublin, and all places situate and contained within the limits 
or boundary specified and described in the Schedule to this Act 
annexed, shall, from and after the day to be appointed and notified, as 
ir, in the said Act mentioned, for the new Police to take charge of the said 
District, be constituted for the purposes of this Act, and of the said 
: recited Act of the last Session of Parliament and the several other Acts 
establishing and regulating the Police of Dublin Metropolis, into One 
District, to be called “ Tee Police Distkict of Dublin Metro- 
20 POLIS,” instead and in the place of the Police District of the said Me- 
tropolis, as the same was constituted and defined in and by an Act 
made in the forty-eighth year of the reign of his late Majesty King 
George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for the more effectual Adminis- 
tration of the Office of a Justice of the Peace, and for the more effectual 
Prevention of Felonies within the District of Dublin Metropolis and 
128. a that 
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that all parts of the county of Dublin not comprised within the said Dis- 
trict, as the same is by this Act limited and defined, shall be deemed to 
be the county of Dublin, for the purposes of and within the intent 
and meaning of an Act of the last Session of Parliament, intituled, 

“ An Act to consolidate the Laws relating to the Constabulary Force 5 
in Ireland.” 

AND whereas it may hereafter become expedient that the provisions 
of this Act should be extended to other places in addition to the places 
comprised within the limits or boundary described in the Schedule to 
this Act annexed ; BE it therefore Enacted, That it shall be lawful for 10 
the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland 
for the time being;, from time to time, by the advice of His Majesty’s 
Privy Council for Ireland, to order that . any parish or place in the 
county of Dublin or county of the city of Dublin, of which parish or 
place any part shall be situate within Five Miles of His Majesty’s Castle 15 
of Dublin, shall, after a certain day to be named in such Order, be 
added to and form part of the Metropolitan Police District, and there- 
upon and by force of such Order such parish or place shall be and 
become to all intents and purposes part of such Police District as if the 
same had been originally included in such District by virtue of this 20 
Act. 



And be it Enacted, That no misnomer or inaccurate description in 
the Schedule to this Act annexed, or in any Order in Council to be 
made as aforesaid, shall prevent or in anywise affect the operation 
thereof, but that this Act and every such Order shall apply and be 25 
enforced as fully and effectually to all intents and purposes as if the 
subject of such misnomer or misdescription had been correctly named 
and described in such Schedule or Order in Council, provided the same 
be designated to common intent and understanding ; and provided 
further, that united parishes shall for all the purposes of this Act be 
deemed to be included under and denoted by the word “ Parish.” 



AND whereas it is expedient to provide for the more just and equal 
assessment of all houses, lands and tenements in the said District, 
towards the maintenance of the said Police and for the purposes of the 
said Acts and this Act; BE it therefore Enacted, That it shall and may 
be lawful for the said Justices appointed under the said first recited Act 
of the last Session of Parliament, to raise and levy from time to time, 
on all houses, lands and tenements situate and being within the said 
District, such rates or taxes as they shall from time to time find neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the said Police, and the several purposes 
of the said Acts and this Act; provided that the sum or sums to 
be so raised and levied shall not exceed in the whole in any one year 
Eight-pence in the pound on the annual value of such houses, lands and

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tenements ; and the said Justices shall from time to time, as they Hud 
occasion, hy warrant under their hands, appoint one or move proper 
persons to assess the full and fair annual value of all such houses, lands

5 to such value ; and every such assessor or assessors shall, within Forty Mode of 
Days after the delivery to him or them of the warrant of life or their XSSeot, 
appointment, deliver to the said Justices an assessment for each place 
named in such warrant, which assessment shall specify the names 
of the several owners or occupiers of the respective houses, lands and 
10 tenements comprised in such assessment, the full and fair annual value

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That all houses, lands „ J; •

Dublin, pursuant to an Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of Kin jg s Geo. 4. c. 
20 George the Fourth, intituled, “An Act to provide for valuing the adopted^* to 
Houses situate in and near the City of Dublin, and for the more equal "ompriled' 
Payment of the Local Taxes there," shall, so far as such valuation may il - 
be applicable to tile purposes of this Act, be valued, rated and assessed 
to the said Police Tax, according to their respective annual values, as

And be it Enacted, That when any such assessment shall have been 
made by the said Justices, they shall cause notice of such assessment, 
and of a place where the same may be inspected, to be given bv 
35 notices posted on the door of the church or chapel of the parish or 
place to which such assessment shall- relate, and on such other places 
within the same as they shall think necessary ; and any person in 
whose custody such assessment may be shall permit every owner or 
occupier of property included in such assessment to inspect the same 
40 at all reasonable times, and to make any extracts therefrom, without 
payment of any fee or reward; and if such person shall wilfully neglect 
or refuse to permit any such owner or occupier to inspect such assess- 
ment, or to make any extract therefrom, he shall, on conviction thereof 
before any Two Justices of the Peace, forfeit and pay for every such

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And be it Enacted, That the said Justices shall from time to time 
nominate and appoint One or more person or persons for levying the

fair annual value, or that any person or persons is or are omitted out 
of such assessment, or that the property of any person or persons is 
assessed below its full and fair annual value, the person so thinking him- 
self a^rioved may appeal to the next Court of General or Quarter 30 
Sessions which shall be liolden for tlie county of the city of Dublin, 
not less than Twcnty-onc Days after public notice of such assessment 
shall have been given as hereinbefore mentioned ; provided that the 
person so intending to appeal shall give to the said receiver a notice in

him which he was not liable to pay, to bo returned to him by the said 
15 receiver ; and m case be shall have appealed on the ground that any 
person or persons is or are omitted out of the assessment, the said

diate lessor or landlord under whom all the different holdings in such *° be P a ‘d- 
house or tenement are derived shall be rated or assessed for the same, 

, but the rate payable in respect thereof may be recovered either from 
any One or more of the lodgers therein (who may for such purpose be 
35 deemed the occupier or occupiers thereof), or from such lessor or land- 
lord, whose goods and chattels, wheresoever found, shall be liable to be 
distrained for payment of such rate, as if found on the premises charge- 
able; and every such lodger or lodgers who shall pay any such rate, 
or any part thereof, or from whom the same or any part thereof shall 
.40 be recovered in pursuance of this Act, shall and may deduct the same 
from and out of the next rent due and payable in respect of such lodg- 
ings, and the receipt for such payment shall be a sufficient discharge 
on account of such rent for so much money as shall be so paid or 
recovered ; Provided always, That no such lodger or lodgers shall at 
any time be required to pay or be subject or liable to pay any greater 
a 3 sum 
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sum for or towards the discharge of the said rates, or any of them, or 
the arrears thereof, than the amount of the rent actually due and pay- 
able by such lodger and lodgers in respect of such lodgings. 

Provided, and be it further Enacted, That the first rale or assess- 
ment of the said Police Tax under this Act shall not be made 5 
until after the expiration of calendar Months from the passing 

of this Act, and shall be thereafter made at such time as the said 
Justices shall fix, and that until such first rate and assessment of the 
said Police Tax shall be made under this Act, but no longer, the powers 
given in and by the said first recited Act of the last Session of Parlia- 10 
ment to the said Justices, to raise and levy the rates and assessments 
mentioned in the said Act, shall continue and be in full force and effect : 
Provided always, That it shall and may be lawful for the said Justices 
to recover, by all such ways and means as they might have done in case 
this Act had not been passed, any arrears of such rates or assessments 15 
remaining due at the time of making such first rale or assessment of the 
said Police Tax under this Act. 

And be it further Enacted, That no houses, lands or tenements com- 
prised within the said District shall, from and after their being assessed 
under this Act, be liable to or charged with any rate, cess or assess- 20 
ment imposed by virtue of any presentment made or to be made by the 
Grand Jury of the county of Dublin, for or in respect of the Consta- 
bulary Force for the said county, under the said hereinbefore recited Act 
of the last Session of Parliament, except in so far as may be required 
to repay any advance which may have bpen made for the service of the 25 
said Constabulary Force previous to such first assessment, all which 
advances shall and may be recovered, and the said houses, lands and 
tenements, and the owners and occupiers thereof be and remain liable, 
to the payment of all sums presented and applotted on account of such 
previous advances, in like manner to all intents and purposes as if this 30 
Act had not been made. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, to 
reduce the number of Justices directed to be attached to each Division 
by the hereinbefore recited Act of the forty-eighth year of the reign of 35 
his Majesty King George the Third, to Two for each public office, 

One of whom shall be a barrister, appointed and qualified according to 
the provisions of the said last recited Act ; and upon every such reduc- 
tion being made, it shall be lawful for the said Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Governors to fix such. daily hours of attendance of 40 
the Divisional J uslices or One of them, at each office, as to him or them 
may from time to time appear expedient, in lieu of the hours of attend- 
ance specified in the said last recited Act, and to require the occasional

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attendance of any Divisional Justice at any office oilier than that fo 
which he may be regularly attached, if necessary. 

And be it further Enacted, That whenever under the authority of this When .hi 
Act the number of Divisional Justices at any public office in the said JSaT 
j District shall be reduced to Two, it shall and maybe lawful to and for T ”“'” each 
the said Lord Lieutenant or, other Chief Governor or Governors, in 
consideration of the increased duty which will be imposed on such ££S« 
Justices, to increase the salary of each Divisional Justice at such office “ ^i0D ' , 
to any sum not exceeding Si v hundred Pounds by the year, to be 
,o chargeable on the funds applicable lo the maintenance of the said 
Police. 

And be it further Enacted, That in order to effect such reduction of 
the number of Divisional Justices, it shall and may be lawful for the 
said Lord Lieutenant or Other Chief Governor or Governors to super- 
15 sede any of the Justices of tile said Police District whose services may 
not be required, and to direct that any of such Justices so superseded 
shall receive Tuo-thirds oi his present salary during his life, payable in 
like manner as the salary of such Justices are payable out of the funds 
applicable to the maintenance of the said Police.

Majesty’s reign, for the Appointment of Constables in Ireland," will 
40 cease and determine on the Constabulary Force of the said county 
being organized under the said Act of the last Session of Parliament; and

AND whereas there are many shops, rooms, cellars and places of 2 y 
'public resort, where thieves, prostitutes and other disorderly persons 
assemble at night; BE it further Enacted, That no shop, room, cellar 
or place of public resort where ready-made coffee, tea or other liquors 
are sold or consumed within the said Police District, shall be kept open 
after, the hour of Eleven at night during, any part of the year, nor 30 
open { before the hour of Four in the morning between Lady-day and 
Michaelmas, or before Five in the morning between Michaelmas and 
Lady-day ; and that no shop, room, cellar or place of public resort 
where^any refreshments or any liquors not subject to any duties of 
Customs or Excise are consumed within the said Police District, shall be 35 
kept open after the hour of One in the morning or before the hour of 
Five in the morning ; and if any such shop, room, cellar or place shall 
be open within the hours hereinbefore respectively prohibited, or being 
shut up, if any person shall during those hours respectively be found 
therein, "except the persons actually dwelling there,, or having lawful 40 
excuse for' being there, or if gaming: shall be at any time permitted ( 
or suffered therein, then the master, mistress, waiter- or other person 
having the care, government or management of such shop, room, 

; : , cellar 
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cellar or. place, whether he or she be the real . owner or keeper thereof 
or not, shall forfeit and pay any sum not exceeding Ten Pounds upon 
conviction of any such offence before any Justice of the Peace, by eon-c 
fession or upon the oath of One or more credible witness or witnesses;' 
5 and if the party, so convicted shall not immediately pay the said 
penalty, the Justice shall commit him or her to hard labour in the 
House of Correction for any space of time not exceeding Three 
Months, unless the said penalty shall be sooner paid; and the 
said penalty, when paid, shall be distributed, One moiety to the 
10 informer, and the other moiety to the receiver of the Police Fund of 
the said District for the purposes of the said Acts : Provided always, 
That nothing herein contained shall apply to or affect any house 
duly licensed for the sale of wines and spirituous liquors; and 
that no such conviction shall exempt the owner, keeper or manager 
15 of any such shop, room, cellar or place from any penalty or penal 
consequence whereto he or she may be liable for keeping a disorderly 
house. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any person shall, within the 
said Police District, blow any horn or use any other noisy instrument, 
20 for the purpose of- hawking, selling or distributing any article whatso- 
ever, it shall be lawful for any constable, patrol, watchman or other 
person to apprehend every person so offending, and convey him before 
any Justice of the Peace, who shall proceed to examine upon oath any 
witnesses appearing to give evidence touching such offence; and if the 
2 j party accused shall be convicted of such offence, then and in every 
such case he shall for every such offence forfeit and pay any sum not 
exceeding Forty Shillings ; and in case the .offender shall not upon 
conviction forthwith pay the penalty, such Justice is hereby required 
to commit such offender to the House of Correction, there to be kept 
q 0 to hard labour for any time not exceeding Ten Days, unless the 
penalty shall be sooner paid. 

AND whereas accidents often happen and damage is frequently doue 
in streets and highways by the negligence or wilful misbehaviour of 
persons driving carriages or vehicles thereon, and the laws now in 
35 force have been found insufficient for the due protection of His 
Maiesty’s subjects; BE it therefore Enacted, That if the driver of any 
carriage or vehicle of any kind whatsoever shall ride upon any such 
carriage or vehicle, or on any of the horses drawing the same, not 
having some person on foot or on horseback to guide the same (such 
40 carriages or vehicles as are commonly driven or conducted by some 
person holding the reins of the horse or horses excepted), or if the 
driver of any Carriage or vehicle whatsoever, or any person riding, 
shall by negligence, wilful misbehaviour or any other misconduct, 
cause any hurt or damage to’ any person or property being upon any

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street or highway, or if the driver of. any carriage or vehicle whatso-. 
ever .shall wilfully be at such distance from such carriage or vehicle, 
that lie cannot have the direction and government of any horse or 
horses, or cattle drawing the same, not having employed some proper 
person to take care of the same, or shall, by negligence, wilful misbe- 5 
haviour or any other misconduct interrupt the free passage of any 
other carriage or vehicle, or of His Majesty’s subjects, or shall obstruct 
any Street or highway, or any crossing therein, or the approach or 
Penalty not^ access to any house or shop, and, being required by any constable or 

peace officer to pass on or move, shall continue to obstruct the same, ,jp 
... every person so offending in any of the cases aforesaid within the said 
district, and being convicted by any Justice of the Peace of any such 
offence, either upon confession or by the oath of a credible witness, 
shall fpr every such offence forfeit any sum not exceeding Forty Shil- 
Compensation lings; and in every case where any such hurt or damage shall have 

damage not been caused as aforesaid, shall further pay such a sum, not exceeding 

exceeding 5/. ]?i ce pounds, as shall appear to .the said Justice to be a reasonable 
compensation to the person so aggrieved or injured ; and the evidence 
gf sqqh person shall be admitted in proof of the offence : Provided 
always, That if the person so aggrieved or injured shall have been the 20 
gply witness examined in probf of the offence, such sum so ordered as 
compensation shall be paid and applied in the same manner as a 
penalty ; and in default of payment of such penalty and of such com- 
pensation, if ordered, together with the costs attending such convic- 
tion, immediately qr within such time as such Justice shall appoint, 25 
such Justice shall and may commit such offender to the common Gaol 
Qy House of Correction, to be there imprisoned for any term not 
exceeding Two Months, unless such penalty, together with the costs

And b© it further Enacted, That from and after the passing of 35 
this Act, all the powers and authorities given to the Commissioners 
fer paving and lighting the city of Dublin, or to any One or more 
of them, in and by an Act passed in the forty-seventh year of the reign 
of his late Majesty King Georqe the Third, intituled, “An Act for 
the more effectual Improvement of the City of Dublin and the Environs 40 
thereof,’’ or by any Act passed for the amendment thereof, for hearing 
arid determining any complaint for any offence against the provisions 
Qf the said Aqts or any of them,, and, for imposing any fine or penalty 
thereon, and for enforcing the same, and for summoning the parties 
and witnesses thereon, shall be transferred to, and be solely exercised'

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according to the forms and provisions of the said Acts, by One or 
more of the said Divisional justices at the Pnblic Office of the Division 
m vtb.ch the matter of said complaint shall have arisen ; and all the 
powers given in and by the said Acts or any of them to any Inspector

From the Sea Beach, opposite the Point where the Barony of Rathdowu abuts 
on the Road leading from Dublin to Blackrock, at Old Merrion Burying Ground • 
along the Boundary Line between said Barony and the County of the City of Dub’ 
lin to the Bridge over the Dodder at Donnybrook; thence along the left Bank of 
said River Dodder to the junction of the Baronies of Uppercross and Newcastle, 
near Cypress Grove; and thence along the Boundary Line between the Baronies 
of Newcastle and Uppercross, to the Third Lock from Dublin, on the Grand 
Canal, near Golden Bridge; thence in a direct Line to the Bridge over the River 
Anna Li (fey at Chapelizod ; and from the said Bridge along the left Bank of 
said River Anna I.ifFey to the Ferry at the bottom of Knockmaroon Hill ; thence 
along the Line of Road over Knockmaroon Hill to the entrance of the Phcenix 
Park at Knockmaroon Gate; thence by the Wall of the Pbrenix Park to Asbtown 
Lodge at the back of the Under Secretary's House; from thence by the most 
direct Road over Longford Bridge on the Royal Canal to the Tolka River ; and 
thence along the said Itiver till it falls into the Sea at Annesley Bridge ; thence 
by the Sea Line to the Light House at the termination of the North Wall ; from 
thence across the River Liffey by a direct Line to the Light House at the termina- 
tion of the South Wall; and from thence by the low Watermark to the Sea 
Beach opposite the . Point where the Barony of Rathdown abuts on the Road 
leading from Dublin to Blackrock, at Old Merrion Churchyard, as above 
described.
